Pos- 
sibly the man may have killed himself, 
or death may have resulted from acci- 
dent by falling off tbe bridge into the 
creek, 20 feet below. Tbe man had 81.05 
on his perse n.

AN AMERICAN OVER THE SEA. 


A Brief Sketch of Theodore Stimton and 


His Work.

NEW Yoax, April 28 —Theodore Stanton's 


newspaper letters have made his name known 
to many leaders, and his books aie read 
abroad as «til as at home He is the fourth 
son of Heniy B and Khzabeth Cady Btanton, 
and cousin to Frank Wilkeson, the writer, 
nhose mothei u, Mrs. Stanton's sister 
He 


was born at Seneca Falls, this state, m 1851 
He uihi 11 i d a taste for letters, and, to use 
his own words, "contributed bad prose in 1 
worse rhyme to the newspapers while still in 
his teens ' He took his bachelor d degree m 
arts at Cornell uuneisity in 1876, and re- 
mained the following year in Ifhaca pur 
suing past giaduate studies, lecoiving the 
master's decree at tbe commencement of 
1877 
Ho visited Euiope m 187-1 and at- 


tended lecture^ at the Sorbonne and the Col- 
lege of France lu 1879 he brought out, In 
collaboration with a Fiench author, a "Life 
of Thiers ' published by the Putnams, and In 
1884 
the same pub- 


lisheis issued "The 
Woman Question 
in Europe," a series 
ol papers by dis- 
tinguished women 
c o n c e r n i n g the 
status of women hi 
the Old World Mr 
Stanton translated 
and edite,d this 
book, and added to 
it considerable mat- 
^ 


ter of his own. It a one of the most valuable 
works on this interesting question ever pub- 
lished. 
It is now being translated into 


French. 


Mr Stanton, like many another American, 


found Europe too interesting to leave, only 
for short visits to this country 
He has 


crossed the ocean seven times, and has 
traveled much in England Fi auce, Germany 
and Italy 
His newspaper letters were 


written fiom Berlin m 1880 
He maruod a 


French lady and has lived m Paris five 
years, spending part of every summer in 
the Black mounta us within view of the 
Pyrenees 


His name appears in The Nouvelle Revue 


and The Westminster occasionally as a con 
tributor, and many papers know bun on this 
side 
He is now collecting materials for ft 


book to be entitled "Tho Radicals of Pai is," 
which will contain peu pictures of the lead- 
ing reformer* of the French capital and an 
exposition of their doctiines. In addition to 
his fine intellectual acquirements Mr Stan- 
ton has the accomplishment of music 
H« 


lings well, and playj his own accompanl 
ments 
He is a handsome man, with an ex 


quisite pure white and pink complexion that 
a village belle might envy, and. splendid 
teeth. He has big blue eyes and light brown 
hair, now turning white, a family peculiarity 
for several generations, attributable, it is said 
to a preponderance of hme in the system.' 
However, it makes up for whitening the hair 
early by building splendid and almost inde- 
itructible teeth. He is a good speaker and 
brilliant talker 
He is six feet tall, has a 


good figuie without a pound of superfluous

The children of the 
murdered pair etooHy iietert their inno- 
cence, »nd many people of the commu- 
nity do not believe them guilty. 


Nehemiah Fleetwood, aged 77 yearc, 


with his wife, Jerusha, aged 69, lived in 
a two-story house on their 80-aore (arm 
near Oakland, Coles county; Etnme, their 
daughter, aged 30, a little niece, and a 
hiied man named James Winklebaek, 
constituting the other members ot tbe 
family. On the night of April 9,1884, 
before 10 p. m, the daughter, Emma, 
stated she w&s awakened by the •tiding 
smoke which filled her room, and harried 
to Ihe room occupied by James Winkle- 
back, aorofls a hall-way, arousing him to 
go down stairs with her to see it the 
house waa not on fire. Tbe room occu- 
pied by the aged Fleetwoods WBB found 
ablaze, and the hired man was dispatched 
to secure the assistance of neighbors to 
put out the fire. This done, neighbor* 
dissevered the aged couple dead in bed, 
tbe husband's bead almost severed from 
his body, and bullet holes in both tbeir 
skulls, the flesh being roasted to a crisp 
in places, and tbe bed clothes partially 
burned. The daughter showed little con- 
cern about the possible safety of her par- 
ents, and treated thb subject as a matter 
of course, as did also the hired man. 
Two sons of the murdered oouple, wb,q 
lived not far away, camo leisurely to. tbg, 
scene and showed the same u£''x)neerni 
The story of -Emma Fleetwood at once- 
threw suspicion on James. Winklebaok as 
the pa: ty who committed the atrocious 
deed, and as the crowd of excited citizeni 
increased in numbe s, B search was be- 
gun 'or the instinment with which the 
old mim's head had been BO nearly sever- 
ed from bis body. The water was drawn 
from the well in tbe door yard, and at 
tbe bottom was foui d a new «xe belong- 
ing to James Winklebaok, ota the blade 
of which were (tray hairs snd marks ot 
blood. ludignatirn formed to a point of 
vengeance against Winklcbaek, and he> 
only escaped lynching by a clever raw of 
the state s attorney end a deputy sheriff; 
who slipped him out the back way and 
soon bad him safely behind the bars. A 
trial ensued against Winklebaolr, who 
was only arraigned on the charge of mur- 
dering Nthemiab Fleetwood, bat the jury 
disagreed. At bis second trial be wai ac- 
quitted, the evidence being only circum- 
stantial. 
It is now thought that the 


newly developed evidence upon which 
me grand jury found the bill, implicates 
tne two sons and daughter oa well a» the 
hired man. The trial is anxiously awaited 
by many persons who desire to fee tbe 
guilly punished for the ghastly crime.

In thin sense I re- 
ceive this manifestation, and for this I 
urn heaitity thankful." 


Mr. IJavis could not possibly refer

roads, finally adopted the following reso- 
lutions: 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this 


convention: First, that the primary ob- 
ject tf importance to be considered in 
the repairing of old roede or making new 
onca ia drainage. 


Second—All ditchrs or drains should 


be made continuous to some natural or 
artificial outlet of sufficient capacity to 
re'dily carry off all water that may accu- 
mulate in the roadway, and when it is 
not practical to obtain an outlet for tbe 
water on the line ot roud within the town- 
ship, the ditches or drains should be ex- 
tended to the townbhip line and contin- 
Ufd by the next tfiwn-hip to some natu- 
ral outlet. 


Third—All road grading should be 


uniform; tout is crowning in the centre 
with the grefttrnt depre'tiops at tbe back 
side of the ditches which should be uni- 
form and continuous the height and 
width of the grade to be so regulatr-d 
aroording to tbe particular requirements 
of each Ideation, always beeping in view 
permanently in the thorough draining.

B Branch of Business in Which the Profit* 


Are Uncertain. 


i "There is no article of commerce 
that varies more widely in its market 
price- than whalebone," said a New 
York dealer to & reporter recently, "In 
January it may sell for two1 dollars a 
pound and in the following June for 
five 
dollars a pound. Twenty-five 


years agu the price was seventy-five 
cents a pound. It varies in price ac- 
cording tO' the catch, and thia in,turn 
depends upon the luck of the sailors. 
If they find'the whaling grounds closed 
by ice, meet'with a shipwreck, or ibi 
any reason fail- to catch whales the 
price goes up. This makes it a very 
speculative business and we can nevei 
tell what our stock is worth until we 
hear of the catch.""

the North Pacific whalers and comes in, 
in November. 
A smaller quantity 


comes from the South Sea and arrives 
about June. Now and then a small 
supply cornea from 
Davis 
Straits 


and 
Hudson 
Bay. Whales 
are 


caught there at all seasons of the 
year, and the bone coming to New 
York is apt fo disturb the price. 
Many years ago it was the custom of 
whaling captains, when out of stores 
to stop at some Pacific port and ex- 
hange some of their whalebone for 
.he necessary supplies and in this way 
smaller lots would some in and trouble 
the market. Ships are now so thor- 
oughly supplied that there is no longer 
any need of continuing this practice. 
The supply comes from New Bedford 
and San Francisco, which are the great 
whaling points of this country. A 
jreat amount used to conic from Nan- 
;ucket, but the shallowness of its har- 
bor and the greater convenience of 
Sew Bedford drove its trade away. 
On board ship the slaps of whalebone, 
as tliey are termed in roercaotile 
ihrase, arc done up in bundles ol 
about two hundred pounds each, and 
ire sent to the market in that shape, 
.n cutting up whalebone there is a los 
of about twenty per cent, on the raw 
material. The "hair is worth ten cents 
a pound for mixing with horse-hair for 
upholstering purposes, and it is some- 
times used in the manufacture of 
brushes."—Boston Record.

•pint anO the engagements were short, 
'sharp and decisive. In the altcrnoon, in 
B rain storm, about seven hundred strik- 
Ws marched tipon the paint works of 
'Cary, Ogdcn & Parker, 276 to 284 West 
Eighteenth street. The fonr special po- 
licemen on duty were pelted with stones 
'and bricks, and soon fled for their lives] 
One ol them stumbled and fell, and whilo 
lying on the ground fired into tho ap- 
proaching rabble. The rioters halted for 
ft moment, until one of the leaders waved 
'a rusty saber over his head and urged his 
companions to kill the prdstrate officer. 
About this time the JUinman street and 
Tjvelfth street patrol wagons filled with 
officers 
rattled 
down 
the 
street. 


When the blue vehicles nearcd 
the 


rioters, the oinccrs took aim over each 
ethers' shoDldcrs and fired volley after 
volley over the strikers' heads, 
The 


effect was amusing. 
Men with their 


pockets filled with stones, and men with 
Slavonic beards and wooden swords hud- 
dled behind barricades no more sub- 
stantial than a picket fences 
others 


darted down Eighteenth street to Center 
avenue, near which is a sort of ren- 
dezvous for the thousands 
of foreign 


strikers in the neighborhood. 
Here the 


mob made a desperate stand. 
Officer 


Small, of the Hinman Street station, 
leaped out of his wagon and started after 
'one of the leaders of the riot, who was 
'jelling to his comrades to blow up the 
'police with dynamite. He ran into the 
crowd and grabbed the Anarchist by the 
neck. 
The latter screamed for help.

Officer Small, to 


defend himself, fired several shots into

Small's comrades ran to his assist- 
ance, but before ho was rescued from his 
perilous position he was shot through 
the hand. His prisoner escaped. Re- 
ports of exploding cartridges came from 
every quarter and the air was filled with 
smoke.

Small. Before lie could pull the trig- 
ger Detective Michael Granger struck 
Jiis hand and the weapon fell to the 
ground, The mob then pounced upon 
Granger and dragged him into the muddy 
fiircct.

The detective fell 


to the ground with a stream of blood 
pouring from a jagged wouml. The re- 
mainder of the olllcers becoming'exasper- 
iited at the resistance displayed by the 
rapidly-growing mob, fired a score of 
shots into the surging, howling mass.

A shot was flrecl by one of the Anarchists, 
and then a cobble-stone struck the officer 
in the breast, felling him to the ground. 
He regained his feet, ho waver, and turned 
in an alarm to the Twelfth street station. 
Five minutes later twelve officers leaped 
out ol a patrol wagon and cleared the 
street. 


Scenes at tho Hospital. 


CIIJCAGO, May 6.—The result of last 


night's terrible encounter between the 
Anarchists and police will not be known 
for hours. Policeman Joe Deegan and 
an unknown Bohemian are dead. Police- 
men Sheehan, Barrett, Redden, Keller 
and Miller are man™led and dying. Thir- 
ty-flve other policemen are wounded more 
or less severely, and nobody knows how 
many citizens and rioters are wounded. 


Officer Hensen made his way home- 


ward, alone and unaided, as is proved by 
two citizens who saw him passing the 
corner of Union and Lake streets just 
after the explosion, holding one hand to 
his leg as he went. lie wus asked what 
was wrong, but cried out 
"DON'T sror ME; 
I'M SHOT FULL OF 


HOLES." 


The scene in the Desplaines street sta- 


tion at oae o'clock this morninsj was an 
aSeeting one. The wives of many of the 
wouuded officers, who had been sum- 
moned from their homes, besieged the 
doors of the assembly room and begged 
to be admitted. 
Their pitiful requests 


could not be granted. 
Surgeons bent 


over the bloody foms, probing and 
cutting into the terrible wounds made by 
the sher! and bullets, 


Redden, of the Central detail, whose 


logs were shattered and whose face was 
destroyed, kissed the hand of the priest 
who was administering the last sacra- 
ment to him. 


Another officer, whose body was cut 


and pierced, begged the attendants to kill 
him in order that he might be out of 
misery.

FREIGHT 3IOU8KS CLOSKD. 


Very little freight was handled by the 


railroads 
yesterday. 
The 
Chicago, 


Burlington & Quincy received what little 
freight was offered, and their men were 
not molested. A visit of the striking 
freight-handlers to the St Paul depot re- 
sulted in all the men employed there, 
some two hundred and iifty, quitting 
work, At the houses of the Lake Shore 
lull forces ol handlers are at work pend- 
ing an answer to their demands from the 
company. The liock Island houses were 
closed, and the Wabash, under protection 
of United States marshal*, handled freight 
in a small way. At the Grand Trunk 
depot fifteen members of the G. A. R. did 
guard duty, and little business was done 
The Eastern Illinois did no business, and 
at 
the Northwestern freight 
houses 


consignees were allowed to cart off car- 
load lots. The Louisville, New Albany & 
Chicago freight depot is closed. The 
Michigan Central houses were kept on 
with the aid of twenty-five delicate-look- 
ing young clerks. At the Alton the out 
freight house is entirely closed, while a 
number of special police guarded a few 
clerks who were trying to wheel out 
boxes. At the Chicago & Alton the de- 
sertion is complete. The Baltimore & 
Ohio men have given their officials until 
Friday night to'answer their demands. 
The Fort Wayne road has suspended 
work entirely except to care for that 
which Is perishable. 


At the stock yards all the largepacking- 


honses have satisfactorily adjusted the 
differences with their men. The big 
packers have agreed to eight hours a 
day with ten hours pay for nil. The four 
hundred employes of J. S. Kirk & Co.'s 
soap factory have accepted the offer of 
ten hours' pay for nine hours' work. 


Twenty-three foundry shops have con- 


ceded eight hours' work with fight hours' 
pay, and the remainder of the firms, with 
five exceptions, are negotiating, 


A Dark Day in Chicago—Blood flows 


Like Water. 


CHICAGO, May 5.—Three thousand men 


nnd boys stood around throe barrels and 
boxes on Desplaines street, between Ban- 
dolph and Lake streets, at eight o'clock 
last evening. August Spies, the editor 
of the Arbiter Zeitung, the Anarchist or- 
gan in this city, stood on one of the bar- 
rels. He made a brief speech to the 
crowd, and then introduced A. E. Par- 
sous, one of the pronounced leaders of 
the movement. The latter told his hear- 
ers that instead of getting ton hours' pay 
for eight hours' work, statistics proved 
that workingmen to-day were only get- 
ting two hours' pay'for ten hours' work. 
He warned his audience that the time 
would come when the brutal 
oppression 


of the capitalists would drive every one 
save themselves into the ranks of socialism. 
There was more danger to capitalism 
from the Knights of Labor outside 
of 


the organization known by that name 
than from the organization itself. 
The 


existing social order was founded in 
fraud, and maintained by force, and lie 
counseled his hearers to arm themselves 
and be prepared to meet force by force, 
for they were in the majority and could 
not but triumph. He did not wish to in- 
cite to bloodshed, but 
if blood were 


spilled the capitalists would be responsi- 
ble for it, for they kept up the perpetual 
panic in the homes of the poor by their 
ever-increasing and grinding exactions. 
In a little while, he said, the American 
capitalist 
will reduce the American 


sovcrign, the freeman and voters to a 
condition lower even than that of the 
Chinamen, In order to prevent this he 
advised the proletariat to be prepared for 
all emergencies. The Battery wasfull of 
militia to shoot workingmen down. They 
had gatllng guns and munitions for which, 
singularly enough, the people paid. They 
would ba turned upon them to-morrow, 
because whenever the laborer makes a 
prayer or petition to the capitalist for 
equity the capitalist appealed to the mili- 
tary. The people also paid for the police 
who shot them down at the order of the 
capitalists. There was a revolution or- 
ganized by a powerful association/^ a 
few against the many. The Anarchist 
closed his remarks by advising the work- 
ing people to be prepared lor all emergen- 
ciesu 


Sfimuel Fielclen, another Anarchist, fol- 


lowed in a similar mcencliary tone, While 
IMelden was talking a dark cloud rolled 
out out of the northern horizon. It 
swept the zenith, and had the appearance 
of a cyclone. The great crowd of So- 
cialists, fearing that a tornado was ap- 


proaching, began to seek shelter. The 
iimrehist leaders urged the men to ad- 
|ou'rn to Zepps' Hall, which is only about 
balf a block away. 


The ominous cloud had now,passed 


over the ciowd. 
The vast audience was 


now encouraged to remain by Fielclen, 
who said he would detain them but a few 
minutes, as it was getting late and 
threatening rain. 


"The aii is filled with fear," he said, 


with a shrug of his shoulders and 
a 


tremor in his voice. "The capitalists 
know it. Martin Foran, of Cleveland, a 
man chosen to legislate for labor, has de- 
clarer! that when capitalists are made to 
realize that it is unsafe for them to be in 
a pla'ce where labor is dissatisfied, that 
is labor's only hope. That dav will sure- 
ly come." 


As the Anarchist concluded a body of 


men were seen approaching in measured 
tread. 
It appeared like a phalanx of 


Masons returning from a private as- 
sembly or drill. The stillness of their 
approach was ominous and appalling. 
The 3,000 Anarchists crept clo-'er to the 
barrels.. Then a hundred stars and a 
thousand 
brass-buttons 
flashed 
in 


horizontal and perpendicular lines 
at 


th'e street intersection. They were under 
command of 
Lieutenant 
Ward, who 


immediately 
proceeded 
to 
read 


the 
riot 
act 
to 
the 


Anarchists. 
He hud hardly concluded 


whi'ii some one outside of the ciowd 
threw a bomb in _close proximity to the 
policemen. A terrific explosion followed, 
and as if by a preconcerted arrangement, 
the mob closed in on the police with 
knives, pistols and firearms of all descrip- 
tions. The police had no alternative but 
to mow them down. 
The scene that fol- 


lowed can 'not be described. 
Blood 


flowed as freely as water and mea dropped 
on eiery hand. 


The latest reports state that three po- 


licemen have since died from their in- 
juries, and probably a dozen of the mob. 


Patrol and ambulance wagons have been 


busy picking up dying and wounded 
men and taking, them to hospitals. 
At 


the present writing, martial law prevails 
iu the vicinity of the conflict, and it is 
woitlf a man's life to appear out of 
doors. Any one caught on the street is 
commanded to throw np his hands, and 
:m immediate search of his person is 
made to see if he has concealed about 
him any dynamite or explosive. 


At 1:30 a. m. it was impossible to ob- 


tain a list of the casualties. 
Officers 


Uenson, O'Dny, McCarthy and Dcagan 
and a striker, a Bohemian, whose name 
could not be learned, are known to be 
(lend. A telephone report from the hos- 
pital where the injured are beins con- 
veyed says that no rioters brought there 
Inive as yei died, although a number lie 
in a precarious condition. 


Exciting 
Scenes 
in 
Milwaukee—The 


Whole City in a State ol Commotion. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 5.—Since the 


bank riots, twenty years ago, Milwaukee 
has never experienced 
such exciling 


scenes as yesterday. The whole city was 
in a state of commotion nil day, nnd in- 
surance agents report nnparalleld busi- 
ness. 
Bands of drunken rioters were at 


work till late, and compelled hundreds of 
men to lay down work, 
With the excep- 


tion of Miller's brewery, all the breweries 
have given in and grunted the demands ol 
the strikers, and will start up again to- 
day. 
At seven o'clock yesterday morn- 


ins a motley crowd, mostly of Poles, and 
numbering about 600, left the Polish 
quarter, and marched toward Bay View, 
where they first closed up the malleable 
iron works. Three patrol wagons with 
fifty men were dispatched to the scene. 
They collided with the armed mob, but a 
serious affray was prevented, fortunately. 
The crowd was now at the city limits, 
and the police could not follow further. 
The mob had increased to two thousand, 
and as it rolled on towards the North 
Chicago rolling mills, deputy sheriffs 
were m waiting. They quietly 
stepped 


back, however, 
when they saw the 


threating 
attitude 
of the 
multitude. 


Superintendent 
Parks 
had 
a 
long 


consultation 
with 
a 
commit- 


tee 
of 
the 
rioters. 
They 


demanded for the employes of the mills 
the introduction of tie Eight-Hour sys- 
tem. This Mr. Parks positively refused 
to comply with, adding that all his men 
had expressed satisfaction with the wages 
paid and the present arrangement. 
He 


further denied the committee permission 
to enter the grounds and speak to his 
men. 
His reply caused wild threats 


amidst jeers and howls of the mob. He 
was finally persuaded to permit the com- 
mittee to talk to the men while they were 
inside of the works. 


Governor Knsk, who is in the city, per- 


sonally advising the authorities, yielded 
to the demand of the Sheriff and sent 
companies of the State militia down to 
Bay View. Their arrival made the men 
frantic with rage. 
Insults were offered 


freely to them. 
After sevpral hours the 


committee returned and reported that the 
directors of the mills had positively re- 
fused to srrant their demands, and had 
concluded to shut clown immediately. 
This was received with cheers. 
Soon 


after the two thousand employes left the 
premises, and the militia filed in imme- 
diately. 
A shower of bricks, rocks and 


clubs flew after them and injured many 
seriously. 
The venom of the strikers 


seemed to be directed raainly toward the 
Koskinsco Guards, 
consisting of Po- 


landcrb. Without command, they turned 
around and fired one volley. 
Three men 


were shot, but not fatally. The militia 
took up a position inside of the grounds. 


At 6 p. m. the First Regiment, com- 


prising eleven companies from outside of 
the city, had reported here, and it was 
expected that nine more companies would 
arrive during the evening. 


Governor Busk and Mayor Wallber 


were in consultation, and remained up all 
night directing the movements of the 
militia. Soldiers are stationed at the St. 
Paul railway shops, Allis' iron works nnd 
the frcisht houses, while reinforcements 
have been sent out to Bay View. 


K. P. Allis has announced lib intention 


of opening his works to-day in spite of 
the in ill, and will be protected, by order 
of the Umeniui, by two companies of 
militia. 


Everything Quiet in Indianapolis. 
IXDIANAPOUS, lud., May 6.—Every- 


thing is very quiet here in labor matters. 
Several of the firms have refused the de- 
mands of their employes and shut down 
indefinitely. 
Among them are McPher- 


sen & Foster, box-makers, working forty 
men, 
who agreed to allow those who 


desired to work eight hours for eight 
hours' pay, and those wlio wanted to 
work ten hours for ten hours' pay to 
do so, blowing the whistle at 7 and 8 
a. m.. and at 5 and 6 p. m. The Eight- 
hour men refused to allow the others" to 
work ten hours. 


H. W. Little, owner of a large saw mill 


employing tifty men, shutdown yesterday 
morning. Mr. Little voluntarily offered 
his men a reduction of from eleven hours
